NOW, this 22nd day of June 1990, this defendant 
appearing in open court with his counsel Timothy J* Lucas, 
and after plea bargaining for the offenses charged to the 
above-captioned case, specifically corruption of minors, 13 
Pa.C.S.A. Sec. 6301(a), misdemeanor of the tj^tfa degree, and 
Count 2, indecent assault, 18 Pa.C.S.A. Sec. 3126(1), 
misdemeanor of the second degree, this Court being satisfied 
that this defendant's plea bargain and resultant plea are 
all made knowingly, intelligently and voluntarily, the same 
are accepted and approved and he is adjudged guilty 
accordingly.

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Additionally, a fine in the amount of $5,000 for the use of 
the County of Cameron is sentenced, and he shall pay costs 
of prosecution of $141. This defendant is to be given a 
credit for time having been severed of 398 days. 

This Court being aware that as to the indecent 
assault offense, the sentence imposed is within the 
aggravated range of sentencing guideline, and as to the 
corruption charge the sentence is outside the sentencing 
guidelines, all of which has been made known to this :-\ 
defendant and he has acknowledged same. This Court's 
reasons for doing so are as already stated of record in this 
plea proceeding, but for sentencing order, we find the 
offenses charged to be more serious or onerous than usual, 
we find this defendant in his present state to be a danger 
to society, we find the victim involved to be particularly 
vulnerable due to his age.

And any violation of the terms of this parole as 
hereinabove set forth, if same are adopted and approved by 
the determining authority, shall result in immediate 
revocation proceedings and possible immediate return upon 
revocation ordered to a state correctional institution.

I have spoken to both the District Attorney and the investigating State Trooper. 
The District Attorney indicated only two (2) of the number of charges, corruption of 
minors and indecent assault. 

The Trooper told me that the allegations go back to 1976 and, by Kevin's admission 
to date, involve at least nineteen (19) young people, some of whom are young adults 
now . 

Kevin was registered as a Den Leader in Pack 3591; Committee Chairman of Troop 552 ; 
and Associate Advisor of Post 2500. He has also been involved in a number of" other- 
youth activities in his community* There is no doubt some boys in Scouting were 
involved as were other boys in his non-Scouting activities. 

Specifically, the authorities- have evidence of incidents of botfcuoral- and manual sex 
and that he showed pornographic movies, videos and computer-graphics as part of his 
illicit activities with the victims. 

I have notified Paul Ernst to have Mr. Kriner removed from the files; we have done 
the same here. 

I have also reviewed the situation with the District Chairman, our Council attorney, 
and the heads of the three sponsor organizations involved. :They know what steps 
have been taken and understand that they are to contact me should they so desire in 
the future.
